Presentations

Director Holton gave a presentation on Managed Care.
- Illinois State law requires 50% of Medicaid recipients to be enrolled in managed care
coordination by January 1, 2015.
- HFS in collaboration with Aging and Department of Human Services, will move eligible Seniors
and Persons with Disabilities to risk-based managed care programs.
- These risk-based managed care initiatives include:
o Integrated Care Program (ICP)
o Medicare/Medicaid Financial Alignment Initiative (MMALI)
o Care Coordination Entities and Managed Community Care Networks (Innovations
Project)

Paul Bennett gave a presentation on Colbert. He began with an overview of what Colbert is and what it
entails, and the implementation plan.

Michael Moss, Governor’s office gave a presentation on Level Care Assessment indicating that the
Governor’s office has created a workgroup to research a new assessment tool for community care, to
replace the DON tool.

Director Holton would like to engage OASAC in the following activities:

= Pilot testing the experiences of the first 1,300 enrollees (currently in CCP) into the Integrated Care
Program—Phase 2

*  Aligning the 9 current goals of OASAC w/the implementation of Colbert, managed care, single
assessment tool, consolidated HCBS waiver, etc....

=  Providing input into to several financial questions of concern to the State including how will long-term
care be financed by the State of Illinois beyond this FY? Is the current arrangement of funding
(predominately GRF) sustainable?

= Provide input into developing recommendations for accountability standards for managed care to ensure
that older adults are receiving the best possible care
